He snid Bryno was
nomioated simply because he wan a
good talker—fur vo other qunlifica-
tion, The speakor thoo reviewed the
history of the silver legislution of the
pust sbowing bow wueh bad been
purchased and coined and that in
spite ol the enormous purchases by
the Government silver kept falling
iu price 1n the warkets of the world
because of the largely inoreased pro-
duotion ; that the silver produetion of
the world wae now wearly two hun-
dred million o yenr with a capacity
to double that figure aod they oow
utk us to go intw the busioess of
coining all this eilver free of charge
to the owoers. He said that Eng:
land and all the other first-clazs na-
tions of Europe had wrestled with this
silver question and been forced togo on
the siogle gold stnndard because they
found by experience thut two steod-
ards ol money valoe wers nol prac-
ticable. But even the countries on a
silver basis nlwaye tried to fix the
retio at ite troe commercial value,
but the Chicago platform fixes an ar-
bitrary and artificisl ratio at about
poehall the market valoe, 8 dishon-
esl proposition oo its fuce. Dul they
say they will poss a law wakiog the
debased and cheapened dollnrs legal
tender fur debts,  But the laboriug
wmao will also have to take the 5
cent dollar for his labor.  How will
it bevefit him?  When the mills nre
runuing full time and labor is well
aid then all other classes prosper,
he prosperity of the whale country
depends vpon the prosperity of the
farmer, the laborer aud mechanie.
Capital will not employ labor unless
it ean have & fair profit, and after
maoy years of experionce business
men of the eountry have unquestion-
ably cume to the conclusion thet a
high protective tariff is to the beat
interest of all elasses

In concluding the speaker predict-
ed the election of McKinley hy vver
whelming mn‘iuriliel and that Penn.

Dr. 8 8 Towler, of Marienville,
was next introduced, nod was receiy-
ed with hearty applause.
